The amendments filed with the letter dated 15.01.2004 introduce subject-matter which 
extends beyond the content of the application as filed, contrary to Article 34(2)(b) PCT. 
The amendments concerned are the following: 

The applicant has deleted the following features in claim 1 : 

- wherein on the upper part of the structure of the machine bench at least a trolley is 
situated, 



- the trolley Is situated In disposition of the mentioned manipulating device in rotary or 
tilting assembly on a support, which is situated in vertical moving assembly respect to 
the trolley, while the trolley itself is incorporated in transverse moving assembly on a 
foundation, determining a mobility of the manipulating device in all the senses. 

These features are part of the combination of features of the originally filed 
independent claim and therefore are presented as essential in the disclosure of the 
invention/lndispensible as such for the function of the invention in the light of the 
technical problem which it seeks to solve. 

The deletion of these features introduces subject-matter which extends beyond the con- 
tent of the application as filed, contrary to Article 19(2)/Article 34(2)(b) PCT. 

Since the features of claim 3 are included in claiml , claim 3 claims a redundant 
content. 



In view of the objection according to Article 34(2)(b) PCT and in view of claim 1 filed 
with the letter dated 15.01.2004, the basis for the reasoned statement under Rule 
66.2(a)(ii) is claim 1 as originally filed in combination with claim 3 as originally filed in 
two part form based on document US-A-4302144 (D1) and claim 6 as filed with the 
letter dated 15.01.2004. 
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Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to. novelty, inventive step or 
industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

Document US-A-4302144 (D1) is considered forming the closest prior art. 
From D1 there is known a 

lathe with pieces manipulating device, of the kind that includes at least a horizontal 
head, and at least a tool-bearing, including means for the manipulation of the pieces to 
be machined, in the incorporation and collection of the same, wherein on the upper part 
of the structure of the machine bench at least a trolley is situated, incorporated in 
assembly on some longitudinal guides, making up the mentioned trolley at least a 
manipulating device for the handling of the pieces (6), in disposition of the mentioned 
manipulating device in rotary or tilting assembly on a support, which is situated in 
vertical moving assembly respect to the trolley, while the trolley itself is incorporated in 
transverse moving assembly on a foundation, determining a mobility of the 
manipulating device in all the senses. 

The subject-matter of the independent claim differs therefrom in that 

the tool-bearing is a turret instead of a cross-slide and in that the tool-bearing turret is 

situated on the same trolley holding the manipulating device, for the machining of the 

pieces. 

The effect of the combination with these distinguishing features is to be seen, in that 
with only one manipulating means the tools and the workpieces are handled.: 

Also DE-A-4022458 does not show such a configuration of the handling device.
